One of the finest 
highways in Michigan is being built 
from Detroit to Bad Axe, a pretty 
little city in the Thumb district of 
Michigan. This is 18 feet in width and 
built of concrete and has been named 
the “Farle Memorial highway” in 
honor of Mr. Earle. This is a fine 
tribute to that gentleman and a 
honor that is fittingly borne. 

Of course Mr. Earle’s talk was on 
good roads. A large crowd heard 
him and he was liberally applauded. 
Mayor Hans Petersen of this city 
was on hand to extend the greetings 
of the day to the guests. Our Mr. 
Rasmus Hanson, who is always back 
of every good movement in the inter- 
est of our people and the country in 
general, was invited to say a few 
words which he did, and boosted the 
interests of good roads. 

The 45 minutes scheduled to re- 
main in Grayling slipped by in a hur- 
(ry and promptly on time Mr. Eden- 
burn lined the cars up in order and 
they started at exactly 5:47 p. m. 
bound for the 18,000 acre ranch of 
William Wood of Detroit, located in 
South Branch township of Crawford 
county. Here the pikers were to 
have dinner, lodging and breakfast. 
It was about an hour's ride from 
Grayling and most of the cars ar- 
rived in due time while a few got 
slightly off the raute and. were thus 
somewhat delayed.

The annual school meeting, as far 
as attendance was concerned, was.

The 
appropriation last year amounted to 
about $30,000, over $5,000 of which is 
left over, which, together with the am- 
ount appropriated at this meeting will 
give the district a fund similar to that 
of last year of about $30,000.

INCREASE IN DAIRY PROFITS 


Dalry Bull Associations Have Done 
Good Work and Show Big In- 
crease In Incomes. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture.d 


Scrub dairy bulls are doomed. The 
bulf ussocfation sounds their death 
knell, but it replaces them with bulls 
of better breeding. In June, 1916, 
there were 44 dairy bull associations 
and several have been organized since 
then. They are doing excellent work. 
Without exception they show an in- 
creased income without an increased 
cost. 

The New Windsor (Maryland) Bull 
association has furnished production 
records of dams sand daughters for 
three successive years, Each year the 
daughters have produced more milk 
and butter fat than their dams, which

demonstrates that the bulls were well 
selected. Of the 21 daughters of as- 
sociation bulls for which the 1018 rec- 
ords: are available, 16 excelled their 
dams tn butter-fat production, and 15 
excelled their dams in production of 
hoth milk and butter fat. 

The average yearly production of 
the dams was 5,560 pounds of milk 
nnd. 219 pounds of butter fat. The 
average yearly production of the 21 
daughters was 6,123 pounds of milk 
und 263 pounds of butter fat. In milk 
production the daughters excelled 
their dams by 963 pounds or 17 per 
cent, and in butter-fat production by 
44 pounds, or 20 per cent. These are 
not ns large gains as some other bull 
associations have given, but are well 
worth while, 

Because of co-operative ownership 
the bulls cost the farmers no more 
than would have been prid for serubs: 
it costs no more to feed the daugh- 
ters than to feed the dams, and it 
costs much Jess to feed the bulls be- 
cause there were not so many of them. 
The increased production, therefore, 
was all net profit. 


GROWS GARDEN TO BUY CALF 


Washington Boy Raises Prize-Winning 
Vegetables and Buys Jersey 
Heifer With Money. 


{Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Alfred Olson of Klickitat county. 
Wash., is a member of one of the calf 
clubs organfzed by the United States 
department of agriculture and the state 
college of Washington. With his pure 
bred Jersey heifer calf, Arca's Babe. 
he won the state championship prize 
last year: In 1917 Alfred became in- 
terested in the calf club work, but a 
purebred calf costs money, and he did 
not have funds to buy that requisite 
for membership. To enroli In a gnar- 
den club as the first step toward en- 
tering the calf club may seem unusual, 
but that was what the Klickitat county 
boy did, and he reached the destred 
goal. The weeds In his club garden 
kept him busy all summer, but he gave 
it such faithful care that his vege- 
tables were prize winners, He exhibit- 
ed a collection of them at the state 
fair and took $60 worth of prizes. 

Meanwhile he had been writing to 
Jersey breeders for prices and descrip- 
tions of calves, He decided on Jer 
seys because that was the breed his 
father had. With $40 of his garden 
prize money he bought a month-old 
Jersey heifer calf in October.

JOHN ADAMS 


HOMAS JEFFERSON “Wrote 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. And congress signed 
it. And the Liberty Bell rang 
forth the glad tidings, pro- 
claiming Hberty in the land. 
And George Washington be- 
gan to fight the British— 

This is about the way the average 
schoolboy—not to say some older 
Americans—tbinks the Declaration of 
Independence came into existence, the 
independence of the United States of 
America was secured and the Fourth 
of July became a national holiday. - 

While some of the details concern- 
ing the Declaration of Independence 
will always be a matter of argument 
among historians, the sequence of 
events is clear and runs like this: 

Fighting between the Americuns and 
the British began April 19, 1775, at 
Lexington. Even after the fighting 
was on it was some tiine before the 
movement for Independence gained 
much headway fn the public’ mind. 
Fehruary 18, 1776, © committee ap- 
pointed to prepare an address to the 
country presented its report to con- 
gress. This report reads in part: 

“We have been accused of carrying 
on the war for the purpose of estab- 
lishing an empire. We disavow the in- 
tentlan. We declare that whut we 
aimed at and what we are entrusted 
by you to pursue is the defense and 
reestablishment of the constitutional 
rights of the colonies.” 

It was not until June 7, 1776, that 
Richard Henry Lee of Virginia intro- 
duced a resolution which was to be- 
come only less fumillar than the Dec- 
laration itself. This resolution con- 
tains the famous sentence: “That 
these United States are and of right 
ought ‘to be free and independent 
states; that they are absolved from 
all allegiance to the British crown, 
and that all political connectton be 
tween them and the state of Great 
Britain is and ought to be dissolved.” 

This resolution was debated many 
times by congress. The chief speak- 
ers for separation we@ John Adams, 
his cousin, Samuel Adams; Roger 
Sherman. Oliver Olcott, kichard Henry 
Lee and George Wythe. John Dick- 
{nson of Pennsylvania led the opposi- 
tion for delay, prominent among his 
followers being John Jay, James Wil- 
son, James Duane, Edward Rutledge 
and Robert R. Livingston, but it was 
evident from the beginning that they 
were {n the minority, 

To save time a committee was ap 
pointed on June 11 to frame the Dec- 
laration of Independence. Strange to 
say, Richard Henry Lee, who was the 
father of the resolution, and by par- 
Namentary right should have had the 
chairmanship of the committee, was 
left out of it, The reasons for this 
omission have been variousiv ex- 
plained. It is a fact that he was ab- 
sent when the committee won named, 
having been called home by the illness 
of his wife. 

The five members were Thomas Jef- 
ferson of Virginin. John Adams of 
Massachusetts, Benjamin Frankln of 
Pennsylvania, Roger Sherman gf Con- 
necticut and Robert R. Livingston of 
New York. All five were prominent 
in the congress and In natioual affairs. 
Roger Sherman ts unique in American 
history as a signer of the tour great 
documents: the Articfes of Associn- 
tipn, the Declaration of Indepeudence,

the Articles of Confederation and the 
Constitution—all of which he was in- 
strumental tn preparing. 

The committee elected Jefferson 
chalrmao and Instructed him to make 
a draft of a declaration. The corm- 
mittee submitted its first draft June 28. 

July 2 the congress ndopted the res- 
olution presented hy Lee and resolved 
to take further consideration on the 
morrow. On the third the committee 
had not finished its labors, but on July 
4 it presented a completed draft to the 
body, and after a long debate, which 
continued until the night, the con- 
gress adopted the Declaration of In- 
dependence. After the committee of 
the whole had debated the paper for 
hours Benjamin Harrison reported to 
congress that the Declaration of Inde 
pendence had been agreed to by the 
committee of the whole. The paper 
was again read and ordered printed. 

The Declaration was committed to 
the printer, Dunlap, immediately, and 
the broadside was ready on the fol- 
lowing day, July 5, when it received 
the signatures of John Hancock and 
of Charles Thomson, president and 
secretary of congress, respectively, au- 
thenticating the copy to be farwarded 
to the governments of the thirteen 
states. The signatures were followed 
by the words: “By Order and in Be- 
half of the Congress.” 

Copies of the broadside were sent 
to the various states and to the com- 
manding officers of the continental 
troops. It is not certain that each of 
these bore the signatures of the pres- 
ident and the secretary. 

On July 19 it wae ordered that the 
Declaration “passed on the fourth. 
should be falrly engrossed on parch- 
ment with the title and style of ‘The 
Unanimous Declaration of the Thir- 
teen Unite! States of America,’ and 
that the same, when engrossed, be 
signed by every member of congress." 

On August 2 the Journal records 
that “The Declaration of Independ- 
ence, being engrossed, and compared 
at the table, was signed by the mem- 
bers.” 

As to the signatures to the Decla-¢ 
ration, a volume might be written. 
The common understanding is chat the 
fifty-five men whose names are ap 
pended were present !n congress an 
July 4, 1776, and assenting to the 
Declaration. This understanding 1s 
far from the truth. 

Signatures appear on the document 
of men who were not members of the 
congress at the time the Declaration 
was agreed on. It has beén suggested 
that the proper interpretation of the 
orders of congress to have the docu- 
ment signed by every member, was tn- 
tended to include those who became 
members about this time. 

But Henry Wisner of New York, 
who voted for tndependence, did not 
sign, and Robert Morris, who did not 
cast hls vote for the Declaration, did. 
Wisner was absent in New York on 
August 2 to attend the provincial con- 
gress, to which he hid been elected, 
and evidently never had an opportu- 
nity to affix his signature to the doc 
ument. 

There was a reason for the delay in 
appending the signatures apart from 
the time necessary to have the dacu- 
ment engrossed. It was intended to 
have the Declaration go out to the 
werld as the unanimons declaration of 
all the colonies, and on July Fonrth,

1776, the delegates from New York 
felt some diffidence in veting, as they 
had no instructions, Wisner, however, 
did cast a vote in favor of independ- 
ence, and before August 2 New York 
had instructed her delegation to agree 
to the Declaration. 

There was a hearty response when 
it became known that signutures were 
to be appended to the document. Sam- 
uel Chase of Maryland was absent 
from congress on July 4 and the next 
day he wrote from Annapolis to John 
Adams, “How shall I transmit to pos- 
terity that I gave my assent?” On 
the ninth Adams replled, “As soon 48 
an American seal is prepared I con- 
jecture the Declaration will be sub- 
scribed to by all the members, which 
will give you the opportunity you wish 
for of transmitting your name among 
the votaries of {ndependence.” 

Elbridge Gerry of New York had te 
leave Philadelphia two weeks after 
the Declaration had been adopted, and 
he wrote to, John and to Samuet Ad- 
ams, “Pray subscribe for me ye Dec- 
larat!on of Independence if ye same fs 
to be signed as proposed. I think we 
ought to have ye privilege when neces- 
sarily absent of voting und sigaing by 
proxy.” 

Of the signers who did not vote for 
the Declaration because they were not 
members at that time William Wil- 
liams of Connecticut wns not elected 
unthl July 11; Rush, Clymer, Smith, 
Taylor and Ross of Pensylvania were 
not elected until July 20. Charles Cur 
roll of Carrollton, as well as Chase 
was attending a meeting of the Mury- 
land eonvention on July 4. George 
Wythe of Virginia on the same day 
was chairman of the committee of the 
whole of the Virginia convention, and 
Richard Henry Lee was In the conven- 
tion, having been compelled to return 
from Philadelphia on account of sick- 
ness In his fumlly, having left on June 
13. William Hooper of North Caro- 
lina was absent from Philadelphia at 
least as late as July 8. Yet all of these 
members signed the Declaration, al- 
though some of them, !t has been 
shown, Were not even members at that 
time, and four members were absent. 

Thomas McLean of Delaware was 
the last to sign and did not do so until 
five years after the adoption of the 
Declaration and at a time when the 
war virtually was at an end. It was 
through no fault of McLean. His anme 
was omitted from the printed copy In 
the journal. ~’ 

The popular, traditional iden of the 
signing of the Declaration of Inde 
pendence presents it as a graceful and 
formal function taking piace July 4, 
1776, In a large, handsomely furnished 
chamber in Independence hall, Phila- 
delphia. To give the necessary touch 
of vivacity to the picture there 1s the 
scene of the small boy darting from 
the door as the Jast signer sets his 
autograph to the parchment and dash- 
ing down the street, calling to hia 
grandfather, to “Ring! Oh, ring for 
Hberty I" 5 

As a matter of fact the Declaration 
of Independence was signed behind 
locked doors. The city was not breath- 
lessly awaiting the event outside, nor 
did the Liberty Bell peal forth on that 
day the triumphal note of freedom. 

From these facts It appears that the 
“Fourth of July” might with good rea- 
son have fallen upon either July 2 or 
August 2 instead of upon July 4,
